Forest Fire Hazard 
Extremely High 
T 
HE FTRE HAZARD in Michigan's for­ 
ests is extremely high this spring. 
Three times as many fires have been re­ 
ported this spring than were reported for 
a comparable period a year ago. 
A light winter snow cover, an early dry­ 
ing season and the absence of heavy spring 
rains have combined to bring the fire haz­ 
ard to the highest rating in the danger 
evaluation scale. The result is certain to be 
an appalling fire loss—unless 
everyone 
who enters forest areas is extremely cau­ 
tious. 
The forests are by far the most im port­ 
ant natural resource that we in the Upper 
Peninsula of Michigan possess. We cannot 
afford to lose our trees through fires that 
need not have started. 
By all means, do not smoke cigarettes in 
the woods during this period of high haz­ 
ard. 
Watch your campfires and be sure 
that they are completely out before you 
leave them. 
Motorists 
particularly 
are 
cautioned 
against 
tossing 
lighted 
cigarettes 
or 
matches from their cars while travelling 
through wooded areas. The d r y grasses will 
qu ic kly ignite and spread their fire to the 
surrounding forest lands, perhaps burning 
hundreds or even thousands of acres be­ 
fore the fire is put out.

Hope Springs Eternal 
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Municipalities Seek 
Broader Tax Powers 


A BILL that will have far-reaching effect 
T a upon Michigan residents, if enacted bv 
the legislature in this session, is a proposal 
advanced 
by 
the 
Michigan 
Municipal 
League, to empower every city and village 
to levy excise taxes, without amending its 
charter and without a vote of the people. 
The proposal is now contained in Senate 
Pill 150, which is scheduled for action in 
the present term.

of 
excise taxes which have

by municipalities in other 
states and which presumably would be 
levied in Michigan if the bill is approved 
include amusement and admission taxes, 
payroll and income taxes hotel room taxes, 
trailer occupancy taxes, business license

eous taxes on commercial activities. 
The demand for municipal excise taxes 
has developed because of the

cost of local government and because of 
growing belief that further taxes should 
not be placed upon real estate.

Charged By Hoover 
TJ'ORMER 
PRESIDENT 
HOOVER 
has 
charged the armed services with sta rt­ 
ling waste of federal funds, adding up to 
one and a half billion dollars a year. Since 
Mr. Hoover is highly respected as a man 
not given to unfounded conclusions, w ith a 
record of unchallenged investigatory abil­ 
ities, the statement is one 
that 
should 
command the serious interest of the peo­ 
ple of this country. 
The army and the navy have long been 
recognized as the most extravagant of the 
nation’s various departm ents. A billion and 
a half dollars represents 
a 
tremendous 
amount of money, 
even in these days of 
astronomical federal budgets. Mr. Hoover 
has done an excellent public service 
in 
calling the nation’s attention to extrav a­ 
gance of federal funds on a scale as lavish 
as this. 
Arm y Secretary Kenneth Royall has d e ­ 
nounced Hoover’s charges as totally incor­ 
rect, and has asked that the closed meeting 
of the senate armed services committee be 
thrown open to the press so that he can an­ 
swer the* Hoover .accusations. The com m it­ 
tee has acceded to the request, with intim ­ 
ations that the' navy and ail force repres­ 
entatives likewise would be granted sim i­ 
lar privileges. 
The public has much to gain by having 
these charges and counter-charges brought 
out into the open for discussion. The m ore 
light of publicity that can be focussed Up­ 
ton the administration of 
federal 
funds, 
w hether by the armed services or by other 
federal agencies, the better check there 
will be against federal extravagance.

Washington. (N EA )—A brand new or­ 
ganization scheme for U. S. political p a r­ 
ties is now bring studied by a select com­ 
mittee of the American Political Science 
association. 
Purpose of the proposed re­ 
form is to give U. S. political parties more 
responsibility and more cohesion. The idea 
is to make party platforms mean what they 
say, and to create more discipline within 
party organizations, so that their political 
promises will be carried out. 
An A. P. S. A. Committee on Political 
parties headed by Prof. Elmer E. Schatt- 
sehneider of Connecticut Wesleyan univer­ 
sity hopes to produce a final report on tills 
subject by December, HGT The association 
hopes to m ake this report the basis for def­ 
inite political action in the m id-term con­ 
gressional election campaigns of 1950. 
Among tin' first of the trial balloon sug­ 
gestions which the political scientists pro­ 
pose is that there should be more frequent 
political party conferences and conventions 
at all levels—national, state and county f ir 
city. 
Purpose of these additional conven­ 
tions would be to discuss and act on p a r t y 
policy. 
A second suggestion which the political 
scientists advance is that parties should be 
encouraged to reformulate their party plat­ 
forms every two years, instead of every 
four years for presidential elections only, 
as at present. 
SYSTEM HAS ADVANTAGES 
With 
party 
platforms restated for the 
m id-term congressional elections, the vot­ 
ers would have some knowledge of why 
they were voting for particular candidates, 
what to expect of them and what to hold 
them to. 
An advantage of a m id-term convention 
to a minority party in congress would be 
that it would provide an opportunity ~for 
realigning its national leadership as a pre­ 
liminary to presidential elections two years 
later. 
Another 
m ajor 
reform proposal under 
consideration by the political scientists is 
that new forms of organization for nation­ 
al party leadership should be created 
As a trial balloon, the political scientists 
put forward the idea of creating a new 
‘‘National Policy Council” for each party. 
The president and the defeated presidential 
|candidate would be the natural heads for 
these councils. 
This would relegate the 
present National Committees and National 
Committee chairm en to w hat they really 
are—fund raisers and campaign managers. 
On the National Councils, 
the political 
scientists suggest putting m em bers of the 
present congressional 
policy 
committees, 
selected m embers of the National Commit­ 
tees, governors and mayors. 
This would 
reach a broad cross section of all political 
levels. 
Suggested duties assigned to these Na­ 
tional Councils might include the drafting 
of policy declarations for submission to na­ 
tional, state and local party conventions — 
which the political scientists think should 
be held more often. 
PROPOSE STRONGER POLICY 
Strengthening 
of 
congressional 
policy 
committees and steering committee, possi­ 
bly by integrating them with the present 
Joint 
Congressional 
Committee on the 
President’s Economic Report is one of the 
most far-reaching of the proposals which 
the political scientists put forward. 
This would in effect create a joint sen­ 
ate-house policy committee for each party. 
It would provide a meeting ground for m a­ 
jority and m inority policy committees, at 
which action on the President’s State 
of 
the Union and other messages could be 
hammered out. 
I 
The political scientists also propose for 
J discussion an idea that would change the! 
I pi* csent methods of electing m e m b e r s and j 
(chairmen of the standing legislative com-! 
minces of senate and house. Their sugges- j 
lion is that c o m m it t e e mem berships bo ap- j 
proved by the National Council, so that re- j 
sponsibility for carrying out party policy 
would bo by a more direct line. 
The political scientists’ committee re- i 
vices Sen. Carl Hatch's proposal that mom- 1 
bors of congress should be elected for four- j 
year instead of two-vear terms. This was ; 
originally suggested by the late Sen. George | 
Norris of Nebraska. 
All id' these proposals are of course still J 
in the thinking stage They can be critter/.- I 
cd as fostering too much ut a return to po- j 
litical “bossism” and too much imitation 
of Communist party line discipline. 
But . 
the whole study is an indication that there ' 
is a growing dissatisfaction with the p r e s - I 
cut lack of political responsibility in the 
United States today.

men every morning. Obviously', there is no 
better w ay to influence legislation than by 
interpreting legislation to a harassed con­ 
gressman who doesn’t have time to study' 
every bill for himself. 
This lobby' is supported by Robert Lund, 
past president of the National Association 
of M anufacturers, and 
by 
officials 
of 
Johns-M anville, Chemical Bank and Trust, 
G uaranty Trust, American Steel Foundries, 
Inland 
Steel,

Last night’s total catch was 
considerably sm aller than Tues­ 
day night’s, which was estimated 
at 15,000 to 20,000 pounds. 
The Jensen & Jensen fish m ar­ 
ket stopped buying 
smelt 
this 
morning, w ith the 
explanation 
that it had a carryover 
of 
350 
boxes 
from 
yesterday’s 
p u r­ 
chases. Roy Jensen, general m an­ 
ager, said he expected to resume 
buying tom orrow or Saturday 
The Griffin company of Glou­ 
cester, 
Mass., 
and 
Milwaukee. 
Wis., which has set up a tem ­ 
porary packing house 
at 
Glad­ 
stone, began buying 
a

quantity of smelt this morning at 
4 cents a pound. 
Experienced fishermen 
expect 
that the smelt run will approach 
its peak the coming weekend and 
will continue at a heavy volume 
for a week or IO days. 
“We are getting only the males, 
or milkers, now ,” one smelt fish­ 
erman said last night. “The fe­ 
males will start running and lay­ 
ing their eggs in about four or 
five'days.”

When the price declines to about 
two cents, buying for the frozen 
fish market and the mink ranches 
will begin.
